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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . In view of amended claims filed on 1 1/22/201 1 and further search, Claims 1 -9 
are allowed over prior art. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

It's interpreted, the prior art of record either singularly or in proper combination 
fails to teach a mobile terminal with a plurality of transceiver interfaces; a 
communication interface selecting section which selects a communication transceiver 
interface via which the mobile communication terminal transmits data, from the plurality 
of transceiver interfaces; a terminal identification address assigning section, a 
communication interface identification address assigning section and a transmitting 
section. 

Fyfe et al. (US5428666) and Raviv (US200201 64983) and Inoue et al. 
(US6442616) in combination discloses plurality of Number Assignment Modules(NAMs) 
that interface with communication interfaces, and address control when managing data 
processed through internal and external networks. 

However, the cited references fail to teach the claimed limitations a mobile 
terminal with a plurality of transceiver interfaces; a communication interface selecting 
section which selects a communication transceiver interface via which the mobile 
communication terminal transmits data, from the plurality of transceiver interfaces; a 
terminal identification address assigning section, a communication interface 
identification address assigning section and a transmitting section. Therefore, the prior 
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art of record singularly or in combination fails to teach the above claimed limitations for 
claims 1 , 3, 4 and 6-8 is therefore the reason for allowance. All dependent claims are 
therefore allowed under same reasons set forth above.
